HONGKONG “ SLAVERY. Mel | HOT-TEMPERED AIRMEN. 


MENTIONED IN ' PARLIAMENT: | 


In the House of Commons’ at. the| 


Easter Recess, John Ward said: 

Just for a moment I Will describe 
my own experience. When! was in|: 
Hongkong. in i917, Ty attention was 
called! to: this question,. and I wrote |’ 
letters to. the Secretary of the General 
Federation of Trades Unions, and I'| 
gave report ofa case which was tried! 
in the High Court of Hongkong, 
where for some reason or other’ the 
ipse dixit of the Judge ‘was to the 


" efiect that as the buying and selling 


of human: beings was a Chinese 
custom, and that when taking 
possession of the colonies we had 
agreed to observe the Chinese 
customs, and buying and’ selling of 
_ human: beings, if included in ‘that 
custom, could not be interferred: with 
by us. I called: the attention of the 
Federation of Trades Unions»to this 
matter in the latter part of I9L7. 1|: 
asked’ them: to keep: it quiet, andi I 
said that. while we are fighting and |: 
battling. with all the forces of our 
Empire I did’ not wish it tobe known 
that we were tolerating the buying 
and selling of people in one of our 
own colonies. I asked! them to go: 
. quietly to the Colonial Office and lay 
this very. case before the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies and see if 
the-matter could be quietly altered. 

It strikes: me that you cannot get 
anything, quietly altered in this 
country and .you have to make a 
noise before you can get anything 
done. I am informed: by the Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions that the Culonial 
Office: definitely promised to attend’ 
tothe matter if the Federation would 
not make it public property. They 


promised to.see that this practice |: 


was curtailed and as far as possible 
abolished. Now we are having 
letters... from. Hongkong, which 
are about to be published .in 
a paper circulating in London, show: 
ing thdt this buying and’ selling of 
human beings takes. place quice pub- 
Jicly. Anyone can go and ‘see it 
* done, and can offer'so many dollars 
for one of these girls. or boys as. the 
case may be, which to my mind is a 
most outrageous proceeding, On 
this question the documents must be 
at the Colonial Office, and my letters 
must be there, A copy of the report |, 
of the trial to which I have referred 
at Hongkong must be in the pigeon:

SHANGHA] COTTON MILLS. 

‘An authority on the cotton milling 
industry in Shanghai has. been good. 
‘enough to give an’ expression, of 
opinion, and some idea of his manu: 
facturing ‘metheds, which wilt be 
valuable as a. guide to Lhose who: 
ccontemplate engaving. in the indus- 
try in China. This gentleman. con- 
wsidecs that there are too. many cot: 
ton mills in Shanghai He has had! 
difficuliyin getting not only adequate 
sites, but also good labour. He 
therefore has been obliged to build 
houses and: import labour from other 
Provinces ;. but, as he has not found 
eventhis satisfactory, he has estabtish- 
ed one,mill in Honan, and has bought 
the machinery for another there, to: 
be delivered. in 1921. He use electric 
power only in his Shanghai mills, 
and is establishing electric drive 
in his other mill, though obliged 
to generate hls own 
* power from: coal. 
securing skilled labour is to take wor 
men graduatesof the Chinese schools, 
and have them trained as forewomen: 
in his. own mills. He_then sends 
them back. to their own Provinces to 
train the operatives who have been: 
recruited there, and’ later moves 
forewornen and 9 operatives into: 
houses erected around his new mills. 
‘He has’ spent some time in the United 
States studying the subject, and has 
come to the conclusion: that it is. wise
